BLAME PUT ON ENGINEER FARR. 


It Is Said That He Passed Three Warn- 
ing Signals. 

Camden, N. J., July 31.—Station Master 
John Bodine, of the West Jersey and Sea- 
shore road, says that he learned that En- 
gine*r Farr, of the Reading train, passed 
three signals, all against him, before the 
train crashed into the West Jersey excur- 
sion train. 

The first signal was 2,000 feet away and is 
known as the distance signal. Then he had 
to pass a home signal, and finally the block 
signal at the crossing. 

Engineer Griner, of the excursion train, 
told Bodine that he had stopped before 
reaching the crossing and blew bis whistle 
to get the cperator to give bim the clear 
signal. Veqot a clear signal and «tarted. 

He could not see the Reading tram, but 
he saw a clcud of dust, indicating its ap- 
proach. Farr had ample.time to stop his 
train, but made no effort.

CHOLERA BEYOND CONTROL. 


Fresh Outbreaks of the Scourge Dis- 
courage Doctors. 
Washington, July 31.—Advices received 
at the marine hospital today from Alex- 


| andria, Egypt, show that the cholera out- 


break there had got beyond the control of 
the sanitary authorities. For nine months 


, they fought the disease with energy and 


as long as infected areas were small the 
force of European doctors were 
Now, however, the 
dimensions of the outbreak forbid any suc- 
cessful attempt to stamp out the disease. 
The report, dated July 11th, says during 
the week before last fresh outbreaks oc- 
curred in sixty-nine different places and 
last week eighty-seven. During the seven 
days up to the Ist instant twelve hundred 
deaths were reported, and in the following 
six days 1,700 deaths. So far 8,069 deaths 
have occurred from the present outbreak, 
and it is feared that these figures will be 
largely increasefl before the disease runs 
its course.

RETIRES FROM POLITICS. 


| Harrity Believes He Can Do the Coun- 


try More Good as Loan Agent. 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 21.—William F. 
Harrity, until recently the chairman of 
the democratic state committee, has re- 
active politics. In answer to 
inquiries on the subject, Mr. Harrity made 
statement: 

Yes, it is true that I have determined 
to withdraw from active partic pation 
in political affairs. lFor several years 
past I have been accorded some prom- 
inence in the management and lead- 
ership of the democratic party, but I 
desire to take my place in the ranks 
except in so far as I may have duties to 
perform as the Pennsylvania member 
of the democratic national committee. 

In taking this action I wish to ex- 
press my warm appreciation of the per- 
sonal and political friendsh p and sup- 
port which I have enjoyed during my 
political career. I have no resentments 
‘for my enemies and nothing but grat- 
itude for my friends. No man ever 
had warmer or more loyal and devoted 
friends than I have had. These friends 
I still hope to retain, even though I 
have withdrawn from active political 
association with them, and if the time 
shall come when I can serve or aid 
them, it will be my pleasure to respond 
to their calls or demands, 

I shall continue to take a general 
interest in politics and shall always 
be ready to do whatever I reasonably 
and cons'stently can to promte the suc- 
cess of the democratic party, but I 
shall absolutely refrain from any partic- 
ipation whatever in nratters that relate 
to party organization and management. 
I have given much of my time and 
a good deal of my energies to political 
matters since 1882, when I first began 
to take an active part in’ politics. I 
have now concluded to take a rest 
from politics, so to speak, and to de- 
vote all of my ehergies to the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the Equitable 
Trust Company, to the pract'ce of my 
profession and to my private business 
mratters. 

Mr. Harrity’s declaration is understood 
by his friends to mean that he will give 
no attention to the work of state or county 
conventions or of state or county commit- 
tees. and tnat he will not in any way 
endeavor to influence, secure or control 
politicd| nominations or appointments of 
any character whatever.

Of Course He Claims North Carolina

Washington, July 3i.—Senator Pritchard 
left for his home in North Carolina this 
evening after a protracted conference with 
Vice Chairman Apsley, of the congressional 
campaign committee. The senator is quite 
satisfied with the situation as he finds it 
in his state. 

“For tthe first time in the history of 
North Carolina,’ said he, “we have an 
election law that will insure all parties a 
fair count and an honest election. Under 
such auspices McKinley,is bound to carry 
the state. The republicans have had their 
electoral candidates in t-® field for a long 
time and an active canvass is being made.”’ 

When asked how it was that he, an ar- 
dent friend of free silver,-could so earnestly 
espouse the republican platform, Mr. 
Pritchard replied as follows; 

“Tl am a silver man and am-just as earn- 
estly in favor of the free coinage of that 
metal now as I ever was, but I do not pro- 
pose to accept free silver coupled with free 
trade, free corruption, free fraud and free 
everything else that is bad. I will vote for 
free coinage whenever the occasion pre- 
sents itself as an independent proposition, 
but I do not intend to use it as a club to 
beat down everything else that is good. I 
believe the republican declaration for in- 
ternational bimetallism is better for the 
country, coupled with protection, than the 
democratic deciaration for free _ silver 
coupled with free trade.

There is no doubt that Forecaster Mar- 
bury was right in his declaration that the 
law pressure which had continued in ‘the 
northwest for five days giving an almost 
torrid temperature in this vicinity had been 
displaced by higher pressure. If the uswal 
natural laws had been followed this. would 
heve caused cooler weather here, but the 
higher pressure was of such short: dura- 
tion that-in less than twenty-four houfs 
it gave way again to low barometric. pres- 
sure, thus placing the country in exactly 
the same condition it was before .and 
leaving us where we can logically expect 
to burn and fry and sizzle for several days

e pressure in the northwest. last night 
was as low as it has been during the ex- 
tremely hot days of the past week, and as 
a natural result the hot air from the equa- 
tor is being drawn toward the northwest 
to fill up the rarified space there. As Geor- 
g.a and the rest of the south comes between 
the northwest and the equatorial regions 
we must of necessity receive the hot blasts 
of air from the torrid zone. 

Death and Prostrations Yesterday. 

Yesterday was a scorcher. There was. 
more suffering from the heat than on any 
other day during the severe hot wave Joe 
Ball, a negre prisoner in the city stockade, 
died yesterday afternoon us the result of 
sunstroke. He was working when he sud- 
denly reeled and almost fell. He was taken 
to a shady place and doused with cold 
water, but he soon became unconscious 
and died in a few hours. The physician 
who attended him declared that his death 
was due to the exceSsive heat. 

Police Sergeant Casper Brenning was 
prostraied with the heat and his condition 
is very serious. The sergeant is a man of 
great physical strength, but the excessive 
heat was too much for him. A sunstroke 
caused him to have a very bad hemorrhage. 
He was attended by Dr. Roy and given 
every possible attention, but his case is a 
critical one. 

The deaths from sunstroke to mules and 
horses yesterday was greater than any 
during the hot week. Three horses dropped 
on.Houston street during the day and.twe 
of them died. The third is apt to die. A 
costly mare belonging to Mr. M. F. Sullli- 
van, which he breught from Kentucky a 
few months ago, ‘died at noon yesterday 
as a result of a sunstroke. It is believed 
that there were not less than twenty 
deaths from sunstroke among horses and 
mules in Atlanta. : 

Ice Was Scarce. 

The scarcity of ice caused considerable 
alarm, but the ice companies ass¢« that 
there will be no famine. The machi:@ry at 
the factories which was deranged has 
been repaired and in a few days it is ex- 
pected that the deficiency of ice will be 
made up. ; 

Atlanta is using four or five timeé as. 
much ice during these exceedingly hot 
days as she usually does and it is naturally 
a strain on the capacity of all the ice 
plants to supply the demand. 

Suicides Caused by Heat. 

The telegrams received last night at The 
Constitution office depict great sufféring 
from heat in nearly all Sections of the 
country. The unusually large number of 
suicides reported is attributable largely 
to the state of the weather. The suffering 
from heat in the cotton regions has been 
especially severe.

. pointed secretary of the state committee. 

Fusion on the state ticket was discussed, 
but in a scattering fashion. There was no 
direct opposition, but the argument was 
Father ‘adverse to the commiitee’s power 
to take down and put up men. 

The most dramatic occurrence was when 
Paul B. Means demanded to know what 
electors would come down. In an instant 
Electors W. C. Douglass, F. D. Winston 
‘and Brooks rose and said their resigna- 
tions were at the committee’s disposal. At 
this there was great applause. The state 
chairman is ex-officio chairman of the new 
central committee of nine, which repre- 
sents all shades of view. Any policy 
whichy looked like proscription of gold 
democrats was abandoned. No plan of 
campaign was marked out. Nothing sys- 
tematic can be done until after the popu- 
list state convention August 18th. Chair- 
man Moseley and Senator Butler had a 
conference here this evening. 

Butler arrived this afternoon. It is as- 
serted by some of the committee that they 
believe Butler will, as an ultimatum, de- 
man that all eleven electoral votes be cast 
for Bryan and Wilson. 

Butler declines to be interviewed. Other 
populists say the democrats did a wise 
thing.in declaring for fusion electorally and 
that it was the only sensible thing to do.

While Conditions Have Improved, 
Business Has Not—Report of 
4 Bradstreet’s and Dun.

New York, July $1.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
ow will say that political wncertainty 
ontinues to exert unfavorable effect on 
trade, and dullness industrial and com- 
mercial lines is of re than usual mid- 
summer proportions. ercantile credits are 
more closely scanned, and in many in- 
stances shortened. Country merchants in 
northern Louisiana and southern Arkansas 
have canceled orders for fall delivery in 
some cases, owing to the effect on trade 
of the drought there. 

The industrial situation is less favorable. 
Among manufacturers of tron and steel it 
is regarded as serious in some lines, owing 
to the surprising falling oft of demand. 
Curtailment of production of cetton fabrics 
continues, yet fall purchases of prints are 
of small volume and fail to sustain quota- 
tions. 

More complaint of the condition. of trade 
is noticeable at Baltimore, with a less fa- 
vorable trade among jobbers, because coun- 
try merchants have delayed purchases, 
end at Charleston for similar «reasons. 
LBusiness r+ been restricted at Augusta 
and Louisville because of the long con- 
tinued intense heat. and at Chicago and 
St. Louis smalier orders and an unexpected 
depression prove tne rule.

R. G. Dun & Co.,, in their weekly review 
of trade tomorrow, will sav that business 
conditions have clearly improved, though 
business has not.

Gold exports have been stopped and 
foreign advices are more promising as re- 
spacts an early nd Jarge demand for 
American products. The operations of 
foreigners in the stock markets have re- 
flected little beyond the troubles of specu- 
lators at the London settlements and vary- 
ing degrees of ignorance about American 
affairs. The prospect for large crops of 
cotton and corn fs stillcxcellent and neither 
movements of wheat nor markets gives 
countenance to low estimates. Several

Organization of an Association in 
the Central City. 


IN COTTON GROWERS’ INTEREST 


Object To Prevent Liverpool Men Fix- 
ing the Price of the Staple—Gen- 
eral Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., July  31.—(Special.)—The 
American Cotton Association was started 
at Macon today with Mr. J. Skelton 
Jones, a well-known business man, as 
president. The object of the association 
is to try and help rescue the cotton pro- 
ducer from the manipulations of Liver- 
pool and New York, who fix the price of 
cotton. In a conversation to day with The 
Constitution’s correspondent President 
Jones thus expressed himself: 

“Kight cents for cotton at the ports and 
co-operation among the cotton growers is 
essential to their prosperity. 

“Whilst many of the largest industries 
of the country, such as sugar, oil, tobac- 
co. bagging, cotton ties are thoroughly or- 
ganized and produces immense revenues, 
the cotton producer is completely at the 
mercy of the manipulators of Liverpool 
and New York, who name prices which 
the cotton grower must accept, without 
any regard to cost of production. It is 
now proposed, by this organization, to es- 
tablish the price of cotton based on good 
middling at 8 cents at the ports. ‘This 
price to be changed from time to time 
as may ke deemed abvisable by an execu- 
tive ccmmittee composed of two members 
from each cotton state, whose decision in 
all questions of deciding the price of cot- 
ton shall be final. 

“One of the principal and essential re- 
quisites for membership in this association 
is that growers must sell their eotton at 
not less than the price authorized by the 
executive committee. which would be 8 
cents at the ports, subject to change as 
the exigencies of the times might demand. 
Should growers be in debt and obliged to 
dispose of their cotton, arrangements can 
be made to advance sufficient amounts on 
the cotton in warehouses to meet their 
requirements. This combination is to last 
for ten months with the privilege of any 
member withdrawing at the expiration 
of five nths. 

“It is useless to dwell upon the great 
benefits to be derived from carrying out 
the plans of this organization. Increase 
of trade, money coming from abroad for 
the staple, currency now hoarded by the 
banks put in circulation, revival of contfi- 
denee, stability of values and increase of 
prosperity everywhere. The time is ripe. 
Concerted action is necessary. All peo- 
ple who are interested in obtaining a 
fair price for this season’s cotton and 
who approve of co-operation and are 
ready to enter into this arrangement. 
lending their best ability to make it a 
success, are requested to enroll their names 
as members and tmmediately organize 
assoc‘ations of twenty-five or more pledged 
to carry out the plans as indicated by 
this association.”

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Mr. Sewall Cannot Withdraw. 

There has been considerable talk of 
late based upon the demand of some of 
the populists that Mr. Sewall, the demo- 
cratic nominee for vice president, should 
retire from the ticket, leaving the field 
open to Mr. Watson. 

There has been also much talk about 
the possible withdrawal of Mr. Watson, 
in order that the populists may give their 
support to the democratic presidential 
ticket and thus fully unite the forces 
fighting for free coinage and currency 
reform. 

Mr. Watson has made it clear that he 
will not withdraw. 

Mr. Sewall cannot withdraw, for he 
would have no right to do so, and there 
is no reason why he should. 

It must not be understood that the 
populists nominated a candidate for vice 
president because they objected to Mr. 
Sewall. Seeing that their convention 
was determined to accept Mr. Bryan, the 
policy of nominating a populist for vice 
president was adopted for no other rea- 
son than to better preserve the organi- 
zation of the party, the effectiveness of 
which it was urged would be seriously 
impaired should the populists take both 
of the democratic candidates. Mr. Wat- 
son would have been nominated had any 
other man than Mr. Sewall been on the 
democratic ticket with Mr. Bryan. The 
nomination of one of their own party by 
the populists for vice president was 
therefore strictly a party measure and 
it should be so accepted without 
crediting Mr. Sewall. 

Since, therefore, Mr. Sewall cannot 
withdraw, and Mr. Watson will not, both 
parties must accept the situation and en- 
deavor to do what is best to be done 
to insure the success of the campaign 
in behalf of the return to honest princi- 
ples in the administration of the ecur- 
rency affairs of our country. Should 
the populists and the democrats run sep- 
arate electoral tickets in every state, the 
election of Mckinley would be assured 
and the gold standard would be a fix- 
ture. Both parties, having agreed upon 
Mr. Bryan, should endeavor to reach 
an amicable adjustment as to the vice 
presidency. 

We are certain that it woulfl have been 
best even for the populists had they 
either nominated or indorsed both the 
president and vice president named by 
the democrats. This would have insured 
united action. However, no one can 
deny the right of the populists to act 
according to their own jadgment. For 
reasons satisfactory to themselves, they 
named Bryan and Watson. 

The democrats and the friends of free 
coinage and currency reform are there- 
fore presented with a condition which 
must be met. There is but one way to 
meet it, and that is by a fusion on sensi- 
ble terms between the democrats and the 
populists, by which both can be given 
representation on the electoral tickets 
in the doubtful states, and if this policy 
is agreed on, there should be no trouble 
in arranging terms by giving each-party 
representation in proportion its 
strength in the state in which the fusion 
is made. In the states where the pop- 
ulists are in the majority they would 
have a majority of the presidential elec- 
tors, while the democrats would likewise 
have a majority proportionate to their 
- gtrength in the democratic states. This 
would insure the election of Bryan—a 
result which would be gratifying both 
to populists and democrats, and the al- 
ternative of which is the election of 
McKinley and the maintenance of the 
singel gold standard. 

On such a fusion basis democratic 
electors would vote for Sewall and the 
populist electors for Watson. The vote 
as between these two in the electoral 
college would depend upon the number 
of states carried. If, in the division 
between Sewall, Watson and Hobart, the 
republican candidate, neither had a ma- 
jority, the election of a vice president 
would be thrown into the senate, where 
the republicans are in a majority and 
where the populists hold the balance of 

power. The senate might’elect Sewall 
or Watson, but it certainly would not 
choose Hobart, If Watson received 


dis- 


to 
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more eleetoral votes than Sewall, the 


contest in the senate would be between 
Hobart and Watson, and if Sewall re- 
ceived more electoral votes than Wat- 
son, the senate would choose between 
Hobart and Sewall. 

The surest way out of the complication 
is in the suggestion of Senator Jones, 
ehairman of the national democratic ex- 
ecutive committee, who telegraphed The 
Constitution yesterday that he would not 
consider the withdrawal of Sewall, but 
that he “would entertain, as far as was 
in his power, and to promote to the best 
of his ability, any just and fair proposi- 
tion for fusion on the electoral ticket.” 
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What England Wants. 

Every man who votes the republican 
ticket this fall must do so at the sacri- 
fice of his American independence. 

In espousing the single gold standard 
he virtually admits that Americans are 
incapable of taking care of themselves 
and that England should dictate the 
financial policy of this government. 

Only a few days ago Chauncey M. 
Depew came back from England, bring- 
ing with him the somewhat grave an- 
nouncement that London .was in a flut- 
ter of excitement over the contemplated 
change of Standard in this country. 
Likewise from other sources of informa- 
tion, it appears that England is very 
much alarmed over what appears to be 
the doom of the single gold standard in 
the United States. 

Why should England be so apprehen- 
sive as to the fate of the single gold 
Standard unless it be true that she is 
financially interested in its preserva- 
tion? Why should she betray so much 
solicitude for the welfare of the Amer- 
ican people unless she regards them in a 
measure as her subjects As a matter 
of fact, ever since 1873, when silver was 
surreptitiously demonetized and the gold 
standard set up, this country has worn 
the collar of British thralldom. Eng- 
land has largely dominated the financial 
policy of this country for more than a 
quarter of a century, and the reason 
why she has taken such a hand in our 
monetary affairs is that it enables her 
to dwarf the prosperity of this country 
while it increases the measure of gold 
in her own coffers. 

Her precise attitude on the question of 
American finance is clearly explained by 
The London Financial News, one of 
the leading gold standard organs of the 
great metropolis. e 

In speaking of the free coinage move- 
ment in the United States, the London 
paper observes: 

There is a plain moral in the remark 
that if the United States should venture 
to cut herself adrift from Europe and 
take outright to silver she would fave 
all America and Asia at her back, and 
the command of the markets of both 
couniries. The barrier of gold would 
be more fatal than any barrier of a 
custom house. The bond of silver would 

‘be stronger than any bond of free trade. 
There can be no doubt about it that if 
the United States were to adopt a sil- 
ver basis tomorrow British trade would 
be ruined before the year was out. 
Every American would be protected, 
not only at home, but in every other 
market. Of course the United States 
would suffer toa certain extent through 
having to pay her obligations abroad in 
gold, but the losa of exchange under this 
head would be a mere drop in the buck- 
et as compared to the profit to be reaped 
from the markets of South America and 
Asia, to say nothing of Europé. The 
marvel is that the United States has not 
-long ago seized the opportunity. It has 
been a piece of luck that it has never 
occurred to the Americans to scoop us 
out of the world’s markets by going on 
a silver basis, and it might serve us 
right if, irritated by the contemptible 
apathy of our government toward the 
silver problem, the Americans retaliated 
by freezing out gold. 

What appears in the foregoing para- 
graph was not intended primarily for 
the benefit of American renders. That, 
however, is no objection to the views 
therein expressed, as it rather tends to 
strengthen the argument which the Lon- 
dion paper makes. As England looks at 
the question, the single gold standard 
should be perpetuated but, as seen 
through the eyes of pairiotiec Ameri- 
cans, it is: nothing more than a yoke 
Which England has fastened upon the 
neck of the American people and which 
she is anxious at all hazards to main- 
tain. 

Hiaving put this country under the 
British gold standard to the satisfaction 
of her avarice, it is only natural that 
her fears should be excited by the decla- 
ration that this country is about to re- 
turn to the time-honored policy of bi- 
metallism. 

What England has failed to accomplish 
by the sword she is anxious to recover 
by strategem. She will find, however, 
that American patriots under Brvan 
have lost none of the invincibility which 
characterized the patriots under Wash- 
ington! 
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The Proposed Third Ticket. 

Not alone the littleness, but the infamy, 
of the present national administration 
is concentrated in Comptroller Eckels. 

The administration of Mr. Cleveland, 
deriving its power through democratic 
votes, not content with betraying the 
people's trust and the prostitution of 
public patronage, is now engaged in the 
work of trying to complete the wreck 
of the party whose trust they have be- 
trayed, whose cause they have scuttled. 
Through its agents, and notably through 
the verdant young man who has held 
the position of comptroller of the curren- 
cy, it is now seeking to rally together 
the sycophants who have fawned at the 
feet of power, and through them to de- 
feat the democratic party in its purpose 
to work out the salvation of the people’s 
cause. 

When the convention of 1892 met in 
Chicago, Mr. Cleveland was presented 
to it as a man who, while he had per- 
sonal views on the financial question, 
would still be governed by the wishes of 
his party. When he accepted the nomi- 
nation for the presidency he knew full 
well that the people who tendered it to 
him believed in and expected the free 
and unlimited coinsge of silver. He was 
personally aware that in every southern 
and western state, at least, the demo- 
cratic orators Sent out by the campaign 
committees preached free silver. 
promised free silver, and pledged the 
candidate for whom they spoke to stand 
for the peopte’s cause. Accepting these 
promises the people voted for Mr. Cleve- 
land, and to show their purpose when 
they voted for him, they elected a con- 


gress, a majority of whose members 
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were in favor of free silver coinage. No 
sooner had Mr. Cleveland taken his seat 
than the work of official bribery com- 
menced. Summoning into his presence 
first one weak-kneed congressman and 
then another, who had been elected to 
vote for free silver, he seduced them 
from their allegiance by patronage. He 
gave to their uncles, their cousins and 
their aunts official places; and not only 
that, it was tacitly understood that in 
the event of defeat for re-election in 1894, 
they would be taken care of. Hence we 
see among the appointments in 1804 the 
names of defeated congressmen who 
were sent to Russia as ambassadors, to 
Oklahoma as judges, or to Indian agen- 
cies as representatives of the interior de- 
partment. Never in the history of the 
United States savas there such open and 
bare-faced purchasing as marked the 
months of 1893, preceding the calling of 
the special session of congress. There 
was only one way in which the people 
courl make themselves heard. In 1894, 
of the four million voters who cast dem- 
ocratic ballots in 1892, about half turned 
to .populism, to republicanism, or to 
most anything else by which they might 
express their dissent from the shameless 
bribery by which the president had con- 
trolled an unworthy congress. Having 
done that, the next thing these indignant 
voters could do was to wait patiently for 
the campaign of 1896, when, taking pos- 
session of the whole country, they hurled 
aside the representatives of this corrupt 
administration. 

Once more the democracy met in na- 
tional convention in Chicago, so pro- 
nounced in its attitude, so outspoken in 
its purposes that the traders and bribers 
and lobbyists of 1892 were forced to re- 
turn home before the convention had 
completed its work. The people in that 
convention spoke as became freemen 
and nominated a man who was himself 
the embodiment of their wishes and 
hopes. Then again was heard the whine 
of the rejected office holders. They 
whimpered about a change of policy, 
about fidelity to “sound money,” about 
their fear that the-party was Straying 
from democracy to populism. They at 
once became the active agents of the 
most intense form of MclWKinleyism, and 
holding peace within the ranks of the 
party, they prepared to become its Bene- 
dict Arnolds. 

It was then that the movement was 
suggested of getting up a “sound money” 
democratic convention, through which 
the seared consciences of “‘sognd money” 
democrats might still vote under their 
party name, and be in line to reclaim 
it from “the silver craze.” That these 
men have no democratic purpose to 
serve, and that they are in the field as 
wreckers, pure and simple, is boldly 
avowed by Comptroller Eckels, in an 
interview in which he admits that the 
purpose of the new ticket will not be to 
promote democracy, but to draw off 
enough democrats “to defeat Bryan in a 
majority of the southern states.” 

The democrats of the south, for local 
reasons, have been forced to swallow 
many bitter pills. They have accepted 
from the domination of the money power 
terms which drove thousands of their 
members, yea, hundreds of thousands, 
into populism, in the vain hope that the 
time would come when these men would 
be true to our cardinal principles, and 
When democracy would be all that it 
Should be. They supported the candi- 
gicy of Mr. Cleveland in the election of 
1892. They did this through party 
loyalty. But when the representatives 
of Mr. Cleveland assume that democrats, 
in number sufficient to defeat the democ- 
racy and to elect McKinley, will desert 
their party, their race, their country, 
they will be treated with the contempt 
they deserve. 

Mr. Kckels estimates that in Illinois 
15 per cent of the democratic vote can 
be drawn off by the “sound money” 
movement—enough to give the state to 
Meclxinley. It only shows that those 
whom he represents want to do by indi- 
rection that which they have not the 
honesty to do openly and above board. 
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The Cabinet Ass Again. 

J. Sterling Morton, the blue-ribbon 
donkey of fhe cabinet, is making a pub- 
lie exhibition of himself again. Ile is ir- 
repressible and he breaks out on the 
slightest provocation. 

His last exploit is to make a bid for 
presidential nomination at the hands of 
the gold standard bolters who are to 
meet in Chicago this month for the pur- 
pose of putting out, an independent 
ticket against the democratic nominees 
for president and vice president, and for 
the further purpose of using every 
means at their disposal for the defeat 
of the democratic party. 

The effervescing and frothy Morton 
rushes into print as usual, with the fol- 
lowing telegram, which is going the 
rounds of the press: 

Nebraska City, Neb., July 29.—Some 
experienced statesman, strong in the 
esteem of conservative voters, ouvght to 
accept the nomination of honest money 
democrats. 

If such a man should decline that nom- 
ination it would become the duty of any 
patriotic citizen to whom it might be 
tendered to take it and battle for the 
credit, honor and permanent prosperity 
of the people of the United States to 
the best of his ability and courage.

Morton is an avowed candidate for the 
nomination, and his delicate reference to 
himself as “an experienced statesman, 
strong in the esteem of conservative 
voters,” would be amusing were it not 
for the fact that everything that Mor- 
ton says or does has a tendency to dis- 
gust*the public. 

Is there no way to get rid of Morton? 
Of all the freaks who ever crept into 
a cabinet, Morton is the worst. 
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Looseness Somewhere. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch draws at- 
tention to an abuse which attracted ob- 
Servation during the session of the late 
populist convention in that city. 

As is well Known, Senator Jones, 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee, was in St. Louis during the 
entire period of the convention, and in 
order to keep fully informed, he kept in 
communication with Mr, Bryan through 
a leased wire. From some mysterious 
cause, messages from Mr. Bryan to Sen- 
ator Jones, or vice versa, were known 
and talked about in the body of the con- 
vention before they could possibly have 
been received by the one to whom they 
were sent. The messages were of such 
a character that ueither gentleman 
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they contained. Especially on the last 
day of the convention was this leakage 
apparent to the dullest comprehension. 

Of course those in authority would not 
permit an abuse of the confidence re- 
posed in the wire, but the fact that Mr. 
Bryan’s enemies upon the floor of the 
convention were aware of the text of his 
niessage to Senator Jones shows that 
there was looseness somewhere and 
leads to the conclusion that some one 
was too free with the information in his 
possession. 
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Surprising Gains in Ohio. 

Though a single standard democrat, 
Judge R. M. Ditter, of Hillsboro, O., 
comes bojdly out and states that free 
coinage has swept everything before it in 
Ohio. Unless a most decided change oc- 
curs between now and the first of No- 
vember, the Buckeye State will go over- 
whelmingly democratic. 

Judge Ditter knows whereof be speaks. 
Believing in the policy advocated by 
John Sherman, he undertook to do mis- 
sionary work among the democrats of 
Ohio. The success which he encounter- 
ed in this role was strikingly empha- 
sized a few weeks later by the state 
convention, which not only repudiated 
the financial views of John Sherman 
but pronounced in favor of free coinage 
by a vote which was little short of 
unanimous, 

With the experience which he thus 
gained in missionary *work, together 
with the information which he has since 
acquired as a passive though deeply-in- 
terested spectator, Judge Ditter is cer- 
tainly qualified to speak of the growth 
of the free coinage sentiment in Ohio. 

While stopping in Washington city 
a few days ago, Judge Ditter was asked 
about the democratic situation in the 
Buckeye State. Said he: 

Many waves of sentiment have swept 
over Ohio, but I have never seen any- 
thing like the present. In the country 
districts the silver sentiment is intense. 
Every man you see is loaded with argu- 
ments, and there is no use trying to 
talk with him. 

The silver men have been reading 
everything they could get hold of on 
their side of the question, until they can 
outtalk Harvey. It has become a sort 
of religion with them, and they will not 
listen to nor tolerate opposition. You 
can’t make any impression on them any 
more than you can argue a man out of 
his religious faith. The thing has spread 
so that I regard the result in the state as 
doubtful, perhaps with the probability 
favorable to Bryan. 

At all events, it is by no means certain 
that McKinley can carry the state. The 
normal republican majority is about 
25,000. That is the safe, natural repub- 
lican majority. There are about 52,000 
populist votes and 20,000 prohibition 
votes. Bryan will probably get 50,000 
populist votes and 15,000 prohibition; that 
is, he will get the silver vote of these 
two parties. * 

In thé cities there will be a considera- 
ble gold democratic vote for Mckinley; 
in the country districts there will be a 
large s:iver republican vote for bryan. 
These may pretty nearly offset each 
Other, though it looks as if Bryan would 
get more republican votes in the coun- 
try than he will lose democrats in the 
cities. 

There is hardly anything but silver 
talked of throughout the state. The men 
around the threshing machines at lunch 
time, the groups around the country 
stores and about the village hotels, re- 
publicans and democrats, head to head, 
are talking about the money question, 
Men wo never before could talk fo- 
gether on politics without punching each 
other's heads are talking the matter over 
in a sympathetic spirit. 

such testimony as this shows that de- 
mocracy has not only a good fighting 
chance in Ohio, but that success in that 
State is very probable. What Judge Dit- 
ter has had the courage to admit openly, 
others, with equal discernment but less 
candor, have been obliged to recognize. 
Within the last few weeks the laboring 
men of the state have espousd the cause 
of free silver with remarkable unanim- 
ity, While hundreds of republican far: 
mers have come boldly out in favor of 
the democratic ticket. 

Though republican leaders affect to 
believe that MeKinley will carry Ohio 
by a safe majority, the real facts in the 
case are hardly sufficient to warrant 
such a feeling of confidence, On the 
issue of protection, it is more than like- 
ly that Ohio would vote the republican 
ticket this fall, but as that issue is over- 
shadowed by the money question, the 
likelihood of republican success in No- 
vember is gravely diminished. There 
are thousands of good republicans in 
Ohio who would be glad to vote for 
Major McKinley as the champion of 
protection who find it impossible to vote 
for him as the exponent of the single 
gold standard. Many who were quite 
enthusiastie over his nomination a few 
weeks ago are now beginning to realize 
that repubilcan success with Major Me- 
Kinley as the standard bearer of the 
party is by no means assured. Scarcely 
a day passes without a declaration to 
the effect that some leading republican 
has bolted the ticket. 

Of course there is always more or Iess 
dissatisfaction in every presidential 
campaign. Never before, however, has 
the political situation been quite so 
vexed as it is at present. Though some 
few democrats have bolted the regular 
ticket, there happens to be’ a much 


than from the democratic ranks, 

If Ohio should go democratic in the 
approaching election, it would be a 
bitter pill for McKinley and John Sher- 
man, but it would be a glorious tri- 
umph for the masses of the Buckeye 
State. 
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How ‘McKinley’s Strength Is Tested. 
The St. Louis Globe-Democrat has dis- 
covered what it considers a sure test of 
MclXinley’s popularity. 
On board a steamer which entered the 
|New York harbor'a few days ago it was 
found that 113 passengers favored Mc- 
Kinley, while only ten were partial to 
Bryan. 

Of all the foolish statements which 
| have yet appeared in print, this is by 
| far the most ridiculous. Had a poll of 
| the passengers disclosed the fact that 
not a single man on board was in favor 
of Bryan’s election, it could possibly 
have thrown no damper whatever upon 
the prospects of the democratic nominee. 

On the other hand, it might have been 
construed as a still more favorable 
omen of success than the one contained 
in the small minority of ten votes which 
he received. 

As it happens, the democratic candi- 
| date does not hope to derive bis support 


greater subtraction from the republican. 
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in Europe and whose ideas on the money

National peculiarities are often illustrated 
in the style of shoes that are worn. “The 
Portugese shoe,’’ savs. a contemporary, 
“has a wooden sole and heel, with a vamp 
made of patent leather fancifully showing 
the flesh side of the skin. The Persian 
footgear is a raised shoe, and is, often 
a foot high. It is made of light wood, 
richly inlaid, with a strap extending over 
the instep. The Muscovite shoe is hnand- 
woven, on a wooden frame, and but little 
attention is paid to the shape of the foot. 
Leather is sometimes used, but the sandal 
is generally made of silk cordage and 
woolen cloth. The Siamese shoe has the 
form of an ancient canoe, with a gondola 
bow and‘an open toe. The sole is made of 
wood and the upper of inlaid wood and 
cloth, and the exterior is elaborately orna- 
mented in colors with gold and silver. The 
sandal worn by the Egyptians is composed 
of a sole made by sticking together three 
thicknesses of leather. This is held tothe 
foot by passing a band across the instep. 
The sandal is beautifully stitched with 
thread of different colors.

County Commissioners Object to an 
Increased Expenditure, 


THE COUNTY HAS NO MONEY 


__ 


Oppose Movement To Secure a Third 
Division of the City Court. 


TAX RATE MUST NOT BE INCREASED 


Proposed Addition Would Probably 
Cost the County $20,000 
Per Year. 


The movement to secure a third division 
of the city court is meeting with con- 
siderable opposition. 

One of the main reasons given by those 
who oppose the movement is that the 
county can ill afford to Increase the expense 
now incurred from the two divisions of the 
city court. 

In the event a third division should be au- 
thorized by the legislature, the pay roll 
ef the county would be increased probably 
$20,000, it is said, and this amount has 
caused the county commissioners to think 
twice before lending their aid to the move- 
ment. 

The cost of maintaining the two divisions 
of the city court and the two branches of 
the superior court is quite an item in the 
expenditures annually made by the county, 
and the officials whose duty it is to meet 
the pay rolls and sign the checks of the 
county will probably suggest another way 
through which the pressure of increased 
litigation may be removed. 

It is the belief of several members of 
the board of county commissioners that 
the two divisions of the city court can 
transact all the business that finds its way 
into the courts which comes within their 
jurisdiction. This may be done, they claim, 
by longer sessions each day, or continued 
sessions through the entire year. 

The cost of conducting the second division 
of the city court is said to be about $16,000 
per annum. The cost of maintaining an- 
Other division would probably be greater. 
Another building would have to be rented, 
as there is no more room in the courthouse 
for court purposes. 

The Cost Is an Objection. 

This increased cost will be made the basis 
of the fight against the movement by those 
who have the financial interests of the 
county to care for. 

“I. cannot speak for the other members 
of the board of county commissioners,” 
said Commissioner Forrest Adair yesterday, 
“as I have not consulted with them about 
the matter, but as for myself, I would 
vigorously oppose any measure that would 
involve any additional expense upon the 
tax payers at this time. Further, I do not 
believe the establishment of a third divis- 
ion of the city court is an absolute neces- 
sity, ard I see no reason why the two 
courts cannot properly dispatch the busi- 
ness on hand. 

“It is well known that some time ago 
Judge Van Epps and Judge Westmoreland 
went clear through the docket at one term 
of the court, and then worked for the re- 
mainder of the term going over the docket 
for the second time. I do not mean by 
mentioning this to reflect upon the present 
judges upon the bench, but I am informed 
there is but little increase in business, and 
this being true, I see no reason why they 
cannot rush things through at the next 
term as the former judges did. It is well 
understood that Judge Reid hes been ill 
for séveral months, which caused his 
division to fall behind with its business, 
but having recovered his health, he will be 
able to dispatch business in the future in 
his usual able manner. 

“The cost of running the second division 
cf the city court is above $16,000 per annum, 
and the additional division would involve a 
still greater expense by reason of the fact 
that we have no place to provide a court- 
room in the courthouse or adjacent to the 
present second division, and to scatter the 
three divisions of the court would involve 
a great deal of inconvenience to the county 
officers, and extra expense upon the county. 
I sincerely trust no steps will be taken in 
the matter until it has been thoroughly 
demonstrated that the two courts are not 
able to do the work.’’ 

County Badly in Need of Money. 

For the same reason that the county has 
not the money with which tv conduct the 
additional division of the proposed court 
Chairman Collier, of the board of county 
ccmmissioners, objects to the movement. 

“TIT do not know the needs of the city and 
county in regard to court facilities,’’ said 
Chairman Collier yesterday, ‘‘hbut I do know 
the county needs all the money it can get. 
We are trying to build a new jail, and the 
money in the possession of the county has 
all been apportioned out for the various 
items of expense that we must meet this 
year. 

“*T am inclined to believe that the move- 
ment to secure an addition to the city 
court would make an increase in the tax 
rate, and I am opposed to this, as I sup- 
pose every member of the board is. The 
present board of commissiorers is trying 
to cut down the rate as much as possible 
and I do not believe the movement to se- 
eure the third division of the court would 
pass without meeting with considerable 
opposition.” 

Other members of the board of cor@nis- 
sioners have expressed themselves as op- 
posing everything that calls for an in- 
crease in county taxes and it is probable 
that the entire board would oppose the 
movement as a body. 

Some Items of Expense. 

The cost of maintaining the civil and 
criminal branches of the superior court for 
che six months of this year is  $22,- 
828.27, which would make the annual cost 
of these two courts about $50,000 in even 
numbers. 

The number of cases tried in both 
branches of the superior court of course 
varies greatly, asa murder case may con- 
sume as much timre as twenty-five misde- 
meanor cases. So in the civil branch of the 
superior court there are many cases that 
consume a week, when the next week an 
average of ten cases per day may be dis- 
posed of. 

The first division of the city court has 
cost the county $6,282.45 for the first six 
months of the year, and the criminal court 
has cost $6,295.50, just $13 more in the latter 
court. 

The salaries paid the judges of the city 
court amount to $6,000 per annum, paid 
monthly in the sum of $250 apiece. 

Both divisions of the city court are about 
two years behind, it is said, and the bust- 
ness has largely increased even over last 
year. Many members of the bar favor the 
third division and the special bill pro- 
viding for this court will be presented to 
he legislature this fall for adoption,

The itemized cost of conducting the city 
and superior courts for the first six months 
of the year is as follows:

BLACKS ARE AFTER’ HIM 


His Call, He Says, Will Ignore the 
Love Faction. 


CAMPAIGN IN GEORGIA WILL OPEN TODAY 


Major J. F. Hanson Passes Through 
Atlanta on His Way to Rome, 
Where He Speaks. 
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The republican state comvention will 
be called. 

This call will issue from Colonel A. E. 
Buck as chairman of the state central 
committee, and will ignore all efforts 
of Rev. E. K. Love, of Sava nah, 10 
hold a separate convention. 

This may result in two state conventions. 
Two state tickets may follow, and the 
factions of the republican party will be 
irreconcilably separated. 

Love, of Savannah, has announced he 
would call a convention. 

Yesterday afternoon Colonel Buck s¥‘d: 

“The chances are about even that a 
state republican « n ention can be called.” 

‘Who wfll issue the call?” he was 
asked. 

“T will,” he replied. “It will have no 
reference to the coings of Love, of Sa- 
vannah. 

“If the convention is called,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘it will be held the latter part of 
next month. All membe-s of the execcttive 
committee will be consulted, and if a 
majority agree the convention will come. 

Colonel Buck did not state the signifi- 
cant fact, however, that the majority of 
the executive committee are negroes, and 
that they have demanded the convention. 
He did not state that the call had been 
forced. ‘ 

Major Hanson Here. 

Major J. F. Hanson was in Atlanta for 
a few minutes yesterday afternoon. The 
republican campaign will be opened in 
Rome today, and it is expected that a 
large meeting will be held. For the past 
two weeks Major Hanson has been in New 
York on important business. He made 
the engagement to open the campaign 
some time ago. 

Colonel Buck was at the car shed to 
meet him and the two men walked from 
one train to the other talking confiden- 
tially. Major Hanson has set at rest ail 
rumors that he would be in the race for 
governor. It was said that the Buck fac- 
tion wished to put his name out, but Major 
Hanson stated emphatically that he would 
not accept the nomination and did not 
care to make the race. He agrecd to 
serve, however, as elector at large from 
Georgia, and take the stump for the re- 
publican ticket. Major Hanson had only 
a few moments in Atlanta. During the 
time between trains he and Colonel Buck 
were in earnest consultation. Colonel Buck 
will also attend the Rome meeting. The 
republicans expect a largo crowd today. 

What Buck Says. 

It is practically assured that Colonel 
Tom Johnson, of Savannah, will be tne 
gubernatorial nominee. He is favored by 
Colonel Buck and it is understood is agrec- 
able to many of the party leaders. There 
is no saying, however, what compli?a- 
tions may arise. Love still insists upon 
his right to preside over the affairs of 
the party anu states that he will also 
name a committee which will call a state 


convention. 

Colonel Buck, however, states that Love 
carries no weight with his party. 

‘“T went to Macon,’ ne said, ‘prepared 
to call a state convention. I had a reso- 
lution to that effect drawn up and found 
that it was the prevailing opinion with the 
committee that the convention should not 
be called. The members thought t?:at it 
would be too expensive to call another 
convention and decided to attend to the 
party matters themselves.”’ 

Colonel Buck was asked about the se- 
lection of electors from the different dis- 
tricts by the executive committee. 

“Yes,” he stated, ‘“‘that was out of order. 
I might say irregular. It has never been 
done before, but the members of the com- 
mittee from the different districts stated 
that they would take the responsibility 
upon themselves to name the delegates.’ 

Colonel Buck did not know anything 
about the movement to have another sect 
of electors named from the different dis- 
tricts. 

*T think,” he said, “‘that everything will 
tug ofit well in the party, and thet the 
other factions will at last come around 
to us.”’ 

Defends Colonel Buck.

ICE RUNNING SHORT. 


With Difficulty the Local Companies 
Supply the Demand. 


The sweltering popuration of Atlanta are 
using all the ice that all the factories in 
the city can manufacture, and many fami- 
lies are compelled to economize, though a 
hard thing it is to do, on account of an 
insufficiency of the manufactured cooling 
article. 

Just when the weather man’s thermom- 
eter was climbing up near 100, and when 
the thermometers at the many private 
residences were fluctuating anywhere bLe- 
tween 9% and 100, the people found them- 
selves with an insufficiency of ice. There 
was and there is no immediate danger of 
an ice famine, but that families in Atlan- 
ta yesterday suffered for a lack ef ice. The 
ice was probably in existence, but it 
couldn’t be carried around over the city 
fast enough to supply the demand. 

As was stated in yesterday’s Cornstitu- 
tion, the machinery of the Georgia Ice Com- 
pany was disabled, and this company was 
entirely unable to supply its patrons with 
ice without being supplied itself from 
Other manufactories. The statement in 
yesterday's paper that one of the ma- 
chines of the Standard Ice Company had 
broken down also. was a mistake. That 
company is manufacturing ice to its full 
capacity, and besides supplying its own pa- 
trons, is helping the two disabled com- 
panies—the Georgia and the Gate City. 

There are two causes leading to this 
scarcity of ice. One, and the greatest so 
the ice men say, is the great reat. The 
other is that the machinery of two cum- 
panies. which have extended patronage 
over the city, is disabled. Mr. Pwoth, of 
the Georgia Ice Company, said yesterday: 

“The reason of this scarcity of ice is 
that the thermometer is up to abeut 109. 
This causes much more to be consumed. 
A great deal more of the ice is melted these 
hot days in the refrigerators. 

Little Fish Frozen Out. 

“Then our patrons who take large quvan- 
tities are getting nearly all of the ice,” 
said Mr. Booth, “before we zet around to 
the other patrons who take unly a gmall 
quantity. A lot of our patrons who take 
a thousand pounds or a ton are doubling 
every day now, and this makes it £0 we 
cannot give the others more than they 
have been taking all along before ‘bis hot 
spell, whereas they need much more.” 

Tne machinery of the Georgia Tce Com- 
pany has been repairéd, and that company 
has begun to make ice. They manufacture 
on such a plan, however, taat it will be 
about ten days before they can begin cut- 
ting ice. In the meantime they will be 
supplied by the Si.ndard. 

The Standard yesterday aid the day be- 
fore was compelied to call uvon :re At- 
lanta Brewing Company, which has an 
ice manufactory of its cwn, f:r «cveral 
tons of ice, so great was -he dem‘1.d, 

Mr. Sol Benjamin, of the Standard com- 
pany, said yesterday that t.ere had teen 
plenty of ice. The four fa:tories cf the 
company, he said, were rvnn.ng to their 
full capacity, and were keeping up with 
the demand pretty well. 

“The: quantity of ice being used right 
now is double the quantity usually used,” 
said Mr. Benjamin. “‘We generally have 
a large surplus every day. There has been 
some little’*complaint from people over the 
city, but this is inly due to the effect 
the hot weather has had on «ur mules. 
Some of them have complrely btiwken 
down, and are in the hospital. '' 

Atlanta is now consuming Letween 
and 125 tons of ice a day. 
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MUST SHUN POLITICS.

Policemen Not Allowed To Take Part 
in the Elections. 

The board of police commissioners is 
waging a fierce war on the politicians of 
the police force. It seems that some of the 
men have been taking a little too much in- 
terest in the coming city election, and the 
mighty board says that it must be stopped. 

It has been reported to Chief Connolly 
lately that a few of the officers have been 
espousing the cause of their friends with 
a little too much zeal, and as a result, the 
chief issued the following order to the 
force yesterday morning: 

“Special Order No. 119.—Several members 
of the department have been reported to the 
commissioners for taking part in the coming 
mayor and council election, and advocating 
the claims of certain parties who are run- 
ning for office. This they have no right to 
do under the rules of the board, and the 
commissioners do not intend to submit to 
this violation of the rules for the govern- 
ment of the department, and any officer 
or patrolman who violates these rules in the 
future will be suspended from the force. 

“A. B. CONNOLLY, Chief Police.’’ 

The order was read to the three watches 
yesterday and last night, and created a 
howl of indignation from some of the men. 
They were of the opinion that the rights 
and privileges of the officers were abridged 
enough by the rulés of the board, without 
prohibiting a man from _ supporting his 
friends in the coming elections. 

The order was the main subject of discus- 
sion among the policemen all day yesier- 
day and last night. There has not been 
such a stir of indignation among the men 
for some time. They claim that the rule 
is unjust, and that they have just as much 
right to take part in the election as any- 
body else who is a citizen, and who pays 


taxes. 
Must Keep Mum. 

The men will either have to submit to 
the order though, or lose their jobs. They 
have a right to vote for whom they please. 

The board, however, is acting under the 
time-honored principle. They want to 
keep politics out of the department, realiz- 
ing that the city would receive a much more 
efficient service. This is the special intent 
and purpose of the rule governing the case 
laid down in the rule book. It is as follows’ 

“No officer or member of the police fore 
will be allowed to advocate the claims of 
any person for any ffice, whether city, 
state, county or national government.” 

Must Obey the Rule. 

Chief Connolly stated last night that he 
was determined to carry out the order, 
even if he had to suspend several men from 
the force. He has the names of several of 
the men who have been working in the 
election, and while he will not punish them 
now, yet if they still persist in their elec- 
tioneering they will be severely deait with.

MR. 8S. C. WILLIAMS DEAD. 


Passed Away Very Suddenly Yestere 
day Afternoon. 

One of Atlanta’s best known citizens, Col- 
onel Sam C. Williams, died suddenly yes- 
terday afternoon at 2 o’vlock, at 61 Houston 
street. 

A short while before Yis death Colonel 
Williams said he was feeling badiv, but 
nothing was thought of it. His friends sup- 
posed that his feeling waa caused by the 
unusually warm weather and it was 
thought that he would be all right later 
in the day. 

When at 2 o’clock he died, before his 
friends and family received any warning 
that he was seriously all, they were deeply 
shocked and the entire community grieved. 
The cause of his sudden demise was appo- 
plexy, it having been brought on by the 
exceeding hot weather. 

The wife is prostrated with grief, as are 
his two brothers, ex-Mayor James Wil- 
liams and Major Thomas H. Williams. 
They had no idea that their brother was in 
a serious condition and when made aware 
of the fact that he was dead they would 
hardly believe it. His wife went almost 
wild with grief when she found that her 
husband, who had been @s well as usual 
all the morning, was dead. 

Colonel Williams was widely known 
throughout the south. He had always been 
popular everywhere he went and by his 
kind and cheerful manner made for him- 
self many stanch friends. He had trav- 
eled a great deal and was known in all 
parts of this country. At the time of his 
death he was fifty-eight years old and 
untfl a short time before his death was in 
perfect health. , 

Colonel Williams had one of the finest 
educations that it is possible for a man 
to receive in this country, having been a 
Sraduate from the United States militry 
academy, at West Point. When at that 
school he was a classmate of General Pierce 
M. B. Young. He enlisted in the confeder- 
ate army soon after the war broke out and 
made a gallant soldier. He was command- 
er of a battery of artillery and did some 
fine work for his country. Soon after the 
close of the war he, with several compan- 
ions, went to Mexico and fought under 
Maximillian. 

In i879 he married Miss Janie Reese, of 
this city, who was at that time one of the 
most beautiful and accomplished young 
ladies in the south. He entered the min- 
ing business in Colorado, staying there a 
number of years, during which time he was 
highly successful. By hard work and the 
exertion of.a great amount of energy he 


, 80on became one of the leading miners in 


that state. He was compelled to give up 
the mining business and return to the 
south on account of rheumatism, which was 
caused by a wound received at Franklin, 
Tenn., when he was leading his men in a 
brave charge. He has lived here for a 
number of vears, but during his stay here 
has been.in no active business. 

Soon after his death yesterday the bidy 
was removed to the residence of his broth- 
er, 185 Forrest avenue. The funeral will 
take place from there this afternoon at 4 
o’clock and the interment will be at Oak- 
land cemetery.

The Hanye case may he disposed of by 
the governor today. Judge Candler and 
Solicitor Hill called on the governor yss- 
terday morning at the invitation of the 
chief executive.

“Cotton advanced 22@26 points, closing 
Strong with sales of 209,700 bales. August 
advanced 2 points, reacted and declined 17, 
but ralled later and advanced 5 points. 

Today's features: Reports of damage to 
the crop in Louisiana, Mississippi and Ar- 
Kansas continued to be received, and 
prices shot up again today like a rocket 
and they did not come down like a stick, 
either. On the contrary they staid up, 
and the market closed at the best prices 
of the day, showing an improvement all 
aiong the line, with the exception of 
August, of about a quarter of a_ cent. 
August declined at first, but later was de- 
eidediy bullish. Shorts covered and there 
Was also some buying. Stop orders were 
reached, and contributed to the strength 
of the market. Liverpool rallied after 
opening lower, the south buying heavily, 
and commission houses were also ‘good 
buyers. Heavy selling to realize on the 
advance failed to make any impression on 
the market. The maximum temperature at 
various stations, according to the weather 
bureau, was 100 degrees, and the prediction 
for the next thirty-six hours is continued 
clear and warm weather.

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THE STOCK ‘MARKET. 


Speculation Irregular, but in the Main 
Firm. 

New York, July 31.—Speculation at the 
stock exchange today, while irregular in its 
course, was in the main firm. At the start 
the market was weak on Londen selling, 
and prices declined %@% per cent outside 
of Manhattan, which fell nearly 2 per cent 
to 87% on the revival of the old stories of 
poor earnings and reduced dividends.

Lawyers who have studied the question 
most thoroughly were practically unani- 
mous in the opinion that the highest 
court of the nation would continue to 
stand “hands off” in the matter, as they 
have done in a number of similar cases 


yesterday 


that have: come before them. 

The most notable case on the question 
1s that of Minor vs. Happersett. It was 
a case carried up from the supreme court 
of Missouri on a writ of error. The su- 
preme court of the United States decided 
that the states themselves must make the 
laws to govern the question who shall 
and shall not vote and that these laws 
must be enforced unless they should con- 
flict with the laws and constitution of 
the United States. 

The constitution of the United States 
has very little to say on the subject of 
the ballot. The fifteenth amendment is 
the principal paragraph which deals with 
the subject, and it deals with it in 
rather a negative way. It says: 

“The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or any 
state on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude.” 

It will be noticed that this does not ap- 
ply to the case in question. In every 
case taken before it the supreme court 
has declined to take any direct stand 
either for or against the woman It 
leaves the question to be settled by the 
states themselves and so far only three 
states—Wyoming, Colorado and Utah— 
have granted suffrage to the gentler sex. 

Mrs. M. L. McLendon and other mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage As- 
sociation and the state association are 
extremely anxious to vote for Bryan in 
the coming presidential election, and it 
is probable that they will urge the mate 
ter on the state legislature, which meets 
in October before the election, which oc- 
curs in November. 

From a careful and impartial investiga- 
tion it is evident that the only hope the 
women of the state have to obtain the 
privilege of the ballot is in the legislature. 
There have been so many test cases 
the supreme court, all of 
which have resulted in failure, that it 
would practically be useless for the Geor- 
gia women to make the attempt as they 
had at first planned. 

It is entirely in the province of the legis- 
lature to change the state laws and give 
the women the right to vote, and tge 
probability is strong that an attempt 
will be made to bring about this state of 
affairs at the next meeting of the state's 
law makers. 


WHAT JUDGE ANDERSON SAYS. 


He Has No Choice as to the Method 
of Electing City Attorney. 

The action of the council committee on 
Alderman Woodward's resolution relative 
to restoring to the city council the right 
and power of electing various city officers, 
recommending that the charter be so 
changed as to make the attorney 
elective by the council and the comptroller 
appointive by the mayor, subject to con- 
firmation by council, while the marshal, 
engineer and some other officers are still 
to be elected by the people, is evoking dis- 


city 


cussion in the city. 

City Attorney Anderson, in 
of the proposed change yesterday, 
“I have no choice whatever as to how the 
election for city attorney shall be made. 
When the change from the former manner 
of election by the council to the present 
one of election by the people was made, I 
Was not instrumental in bringing it about, 
nor did I oppose it. I have not been in- 
strumental directly or indirectly in effect- 
ing or suggesting the change now proposed. 
1 think no man should be city attorney 
Who does not command the indorsement 
of both a majority of the council and a 
Majority of the people. For, unless he has 
such support, he cannot render efficient 
and satisfactory service. 

“There are strong arguments for each 
Plant of election. A city is largely a bus- 
iness corporation of which the mayor and 
general council are president and directors, 
and ministerial officers of corporations 
are usually appointed and governed by 
the directory. In a large sense, a great 
municipality like Atlanta !s a government 
Which should be ‘of the people, for the peo- 
ple and by the people,’ and from this stand- 
point the contention that the people should 
choose their own officers generally is well 
supported. 

“The attorney of state is elected by 
Popular vote, and the new supreme court 
judges are to be so elected—while the so- 
licitors general are elected by the general 
assembly. 

“Any plan works well which results uni- 
formly in the selection of good officers, 
@nd the plan should finally be adopted 
Which gives best results. 

“It should be understood that the pro- 
posed change in the manner of election of 
city attorney, if made, will not affect the 
election for the next term, which will be 
made by vote of the people as the charter 
now requires.’’

Business Is Getting To Be Badly De- 
moralized—Monkey Business 
Is Charged. 


The western railrcads are now engaged 
in a rate wac which embraces both the 
freight and passenger departments. Gratin 
rates precipitated the freight war. The 
passerger men are always scrapping west 
of Chicago, and it is only a midsummer dl- 
version on their part to cut the rate $14.50 
on the round trip between Chicago and Salt 
Lake City, 

During the last few months 
which run from the grain fields down to 
the gulf have been capturing a large part 
of tha wheat and corn trade. Galveston 
and New Orleans are the ports to which 
the bulk of this grain has gone, Eastern 
ports have kicked, but Chicago has actual- 
ly become tearful as she watched the flow 
of grain to the gulf. The Chicago Great 
Western has announced a proportional rate 
of 7 cents on corn from Kansas Ciiy to 
Chicago, 4 cents per 100 pounds to the Mis- 
sissippi river and 3 cents as the propor- 
tion of the rail and lake rate to New 
York. Wheat is being hauled 400 miles into 
St. Louis for 8 cents per 100 pounds. All 
the roads are aroused and there is talk 
of appealing to the courts to stop the war. 

The acticn of Judge Simonton in enjoin- 
ing the cut rates in this territory Seems 
to have been a new idea to the westerners, 
and sow they are looking around for a 
road which is in the hands of a receiver to 
apply for an injunction. 

By the way, the roads 
river to Atlanta are glad that the injunc- 
tion was granted. They had decided to 
reduce the rates from Ohio river gateways 
into the south in order to hold their traffic. 
Since the injunction was granted, the rates 
have been withheld. They were ready to 
be sent out, however. 

Speaking of the injunctfon, there is some 
gossip here in Atlanta to the effect that 
ever in the Equitable building it was be- 
lieved all the time that the rate sheet 
was being worked on that it would not go 
into effect. 

Commissioner Goddard, who is acting for 
Commissioner Blanchard, of the Joint 
Traffic Association while the latter is in 
Europe, is quoted as approving the injunce- 
tion, 

Hiere in the south there are no new de- 
velopments. The merchants are hurrying 
their goods south whipe the cut rate 
Stands on the ‘“Sal,’’ and the other lnes 
are Waiting for August Sth. 

The passenger trouble referred to above 
began over the rates granted to the fire 
chiefs for their meeting at Salt Lake City, 
Which is to begin August 10th. Western 
roads decided to make special rates for 
the convention on the home-seekers plan, 
one fare plus $2. All the lines were hustling 
for business when the Chicago, Milwaukes 
and St. Paul suddenly annovnceld an epen 
rote of $30 from Chicago to Salt Lake City 
and return. That was $14.50 below the 
agreed rate. The Union Pacific quickly 
announced side trips, stopovers and other 
privileges which had been prohibited by 
the Western Passenger Association. The 
St. Paul gave as its reason for announcing 
the cut the statement that the Burlington 
was giving a commission on the sale of 
tickats which practically amounted to a 
cut of $14.50. The Burlington replies that 
the St.. Paul secured a large part of the 
business by offering things which the roads 
had agreed not to offer. The Burlington 
tried to get some action from the assocta- 
tion to protect itself and failing, says it had 
to tak2 care of its own interests. This cut 
will effect all western business while it 
is on.

For some time past the 
company has been retrenching, and only 
a few weeks ago orders were issued re 
stricting all new work, but today’s order 
is more drastic, its effect being to stop all 
work except at Mount Joy, Pa., between 
Lancaster and Harrisburg, where a

burg, and from Lillys to Portage, west of 
Attoona, will be discontinued. The tunnel 
at Radebaugh, near Greensburg, which is 
partially completed, will be left as it is, 
and nothing more will be done for some 
time. Work on the new line at Nineveh 
will also be discontinued. All of these im- 
provements are on the main line. The 
question of constructing a new iron bulk- 
head shed at Desbrosses street, New York, 
and a new pier at wharf No. 20. North 
river, New York, has heen laid aside for 
the present. One of the vice presidents of 
the company said today that the reason for 
stopping the work was the fact that finan- 
cial trouble and business depression exist 
all over the country. He said the experi- 
ence of other corporations leads to the be- 
lief that if the company decided to float 
bonds in order to continue the improve- 
ments it would be difficult to do so, ex- 
cept at a sacrifice. 


Through Darkest Africa. 

The kEnglish hous: of commons has 
passed a bill making an appropriation for 
the Uganda railway, which is to extend 
from Mombasa, on the Zanzibar coast of 
east Africa, northwesterly, passing tothe 
north of Kilima, Niaro, through the coun- 
try of the Wakamba, to a point near HKik- 
yu, passing Lake Naivasha, coming out 
upon Victoria Nyanza, in Kavirondo, at 
tjerkel bay, on the northeast shore of the 
lake. The :oute is described as_ being for 
most of the distance over a gently rising 
country, and then falling, and in places 
presenting few engineering difficulties, 
There is, however, the Eldoma ravine, 
which has very steep banks 400 feet high, 
and is 200 feet in width, which will require 
the construction of an iron bridge. 

It is intended that a train shall take 
eight days to do the entire journey. It is 
said that it will run only during the day- 
time, and strong permanent stations will 
he erected at the places where the train 
stops for the night. 


Threatens To Withdraw. 

General Passenger Agent A. B. Cutts, of 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis, does not 
think the Western Passenger Association 
has treated his road as it should. He asked 
that Waterville, Minn., be included among 
the places to which summer tourist tickets 
are sold, and the members said ‘‘nay.’’ Mr 
Cutts writes that much money has been 
expended upon the resort, which is as 
much entitled to tourist rates as any other 
in the. United States, and, in conclusion, 
says: “If the resorts on our line are to 
be denied recognition at the hands of our 
essociation, | am frank to say 1 can see 
very little advantage in remaining in the 
association.’

I have 
never taken any stock in the idea of an 
alliance between tho south and the west 
against the east. 

‘In business anc in politics such an alli- 
ance cannot possibiy benefit the south. 
People of the east, the goldbugs, if you 
please, have always been the steadfast 
friends of the southern people. They are 
our faithful allies in politics and our gen- 
erous helpers in business, and I deprecate 
the attacks which have been made and are 
being made by a great many of our papers 
and politicians on the eastern democrats, 
but I shall support Bryan for president. 
Not because I approve of the platform 
upon which he is running in a great many 
particulars, but because he is the demo- 
cratic nominee, and the democratic party 
for the people of the south stands for the 
supremacy of the white race and local 
self-government, 

“The question of finance will pass away, 
but these other questions committed to the 
keeping of the democratic party, will abide 
with us for all time.” 

What Mr. Hill says is echoed by all who 
have been to New York recently. All say 
Bryan will sweep the east.
